. There were seven councilmen pres- 
et, t, exactly enough for a quorum, 
when President Weisner called coun- 
cil to order Tuesday night. It was 
tbe regular meeting night and various 
masters were discussed. 
Clerk \Vimmer read the minutes of 
the last regular meeting and of the 
special meeting called by Mayor Rin- 
ner October 3. Zugscbwert and Den- 
cer strolled into tbe chamber at this 
stage rt-duciuK tbe absentees to Mc- 
Cormick. Pbarionand Powelson. 
President Weisner called for a re- 
port from tbe street committee and 
Mr. Holmes responded. 
He said the 
commit'ee bad written letters to tbe 
Wheeling & Lake Erie officials regard-

Mr. Shaw 
said be noticed Mr. Toussig and sume 
other c-flieiaL; alight from a special 
train about two weeks- ago and exam- 
ine tbs ground aoouttbe depot. Mr. 
Beach suggested tbe appointment of 
a committee to accompany him to 
Cautui aud interview Mr. Taussig. 
Mr. Johnson put the suggestion into 
the lorm of a. motion which was car- 
ried. 
Tbe electric liebt bill was left over 


unpaid from the last meeting, and Mr. 
Sbaw mentioned it. He said be bad 
learned the light company has been 
having trouble with one of their boil- 
ers, which partially excuses the poor 
lighting of our stre'ets recently- 


Mr Holmes brought up the proposed 
ailev pivement business. Hesaid th«* 
clerk bad City Engineer Fisher's esti- 
mate of the cost of paving the three 
alleys. These estimates were read 
and are as follows: Scbaich alley. $900; 
Ricketts alley, 3S87.20: Compton alley, 
to east side of (."ompton's lot, 4915. 
Mr. Johnson understood these esti- 
mates were for firstclass brick, which 
are not needed in these alleys. He 
thought that at such figures this pav- 
ing st juld go over on account of the 
lateness of the season and likewise 
with Bridge street.

Next came tbe bill ordinance.There 


were a number of bills but, none were 
very large. Tbe electric iiffht bill was 
again held over until a committee may 
confer with the company. President- 
Weiscer said Mr. Himbaugb would 
like to confer privately with council. 
The entire list of bills accounted to 
over 32.000. Johnson moved tbe bill 
ordinance, with the exception of the 
light bill and Mr. Kissner s bill, an es- 
timate on paving contract which had 
been referred to committees be pass- 
ed. The motion carried. 
Complaint was entered by Doctor 


Brower through Clerk Wimmer with 
reference to tbe water Sowing into 
his lot from tbe street. The matter 
was referred to street committee. 
Council Adjourned at 8:30 after just an 
hour of steady work and will meet 
again in regular session October 28.
